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Bosworth  Green  Spa<

Part  of  Glen  Park's  publicly-owned  green  space  is 
in  clanger  of  being  sold  by  the  city  for  private  develop- 
ment. The  parcel  in  jeopardy  is  a  section  of  the  green 
strip  bordering  Bosworth  Street  between  Diamond  and 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  The  city  Real  Estate  Department 
has  been  requested  to  appraise  the  lot  between 
Brompton  and  Lippard. 

Although  this  land  is  designated  as  open  space  by 
the  city  master  plan,  it  has  mistakenly  been  declared 
"surplus"  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Through 
a  Planning  Department  error,  authorization  has  been 
given  to  the  Real  Estate  Department  to  appraise  the  lot. 

The  GPA  Board  of  Directors  has  written  to  Richard 
Evans,  Director  of  DPW,  asking  him  to  protect  this  land 
by  [1]  reversing  the  "surplus"  designation  on  this  spe- 
cific parcel  and  [2]  drafting  legislation  to  protect  the 
entire  strip  as  perpetual  open  space.  Such  legislation 

:e  Threatened 

was  recommended  in  DPW's  own  Status  Report  on 
City  Property  Under  DPW  Jurisdiction,  completed  in 
November  1990.  GPA  is  also  following  up  with  the 
Planning  Department  to  get  them  to  reverse  their  erro- 
neous approval  of  the  "surplus"  designation. 

These  actions  are  an  important  first  step  in  protect- 
ing this  green  space,  but  if  we  want  to  be  heard  by  the 
city  bureaucracy  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  we  need 
to  raise  our  voices  a  little.  Volunteers  have  begun  to 
circulate  a  petition  in  support  of  the  legislation  we  have 
requested.  You  can  help  by  being  sure  to  sign  a  copy  of 
the  petition,  which  can  be  found  in  various  Glen  Park 
stores.  We  also  need  volunteers  to  carry  petitions  to 
their  neighbors.  If  you  can  give  even  a  little  time,  please 
call  Jeff  Byers  at  584-1804.

The  Ray  Oil  Burner  Development  Appeal

project's  neighbors,  the  builder  was  forced  to  make 
only  minor  modifications  to  his  original  proposal.

Glen  Park  Crime  Patterns

During  my  two  years  as  Public  Safety  Chair  for 
GPA  I  have  noticed  certain  patterns. 

First,  Glen  Park  has  consistently  remained  one  of 
the  safer  neighborhoods  in  the  city,  based  on  statistical 
comparisons  compiled  by  the  police  department.  On  the 
other  hand,  statistics  can  be  deceiving.  To  those  of  us 
who  have  been  crime  victims,  the  knowledge  that  such 
events  occur  less  frequently  here  than  elsewhere  in  the 
city  is  of  no  consolation,  and  our  anger  and  anguish  is

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Recent  Meetings 

More  than  sixty  Glen  Park  residents  and  neighbors 
enjoyed  our  second  annual  pot  luck  dinner  January  14th. 
Except  for  threats  of  disaster,  our  dinners  are  our  best 
attended  events.  Maybe  we  should  have  more. 

Among  those  present  were  Police  Captain  John 
Gleason  and  Sergeant  Ann  Cazahous  of  SFPD's  Ingle- 
side  Station.  They  answered  many  of  our  questions  and 
discussed  what  is  happening  in  glen  Park  relating  to 
crime  prevention  and  law  enforcement. 

Representatives  from  the  Department  of  Public 
Works'  "Broom  Brigade"  briefly  outlined  their  pro- 
gram to  improve  (or  attain)  cleanliness  in  SF  neighbor- 
hoods. They  provide  brooms,  bags  and  other  aids  for 
neighborhood  cleanup  efforts.  They'll  be  back  at  our 
April  meeting  (see  below)  to  give  us  the  full  story. 

At  the  February  1 1th  meeting  Ingleside  Police 
Station's  Sergeant  Ann  Cazahous  returned  with  her 
partner,  Officer  Lynette  Hogue.  They  are  responsible 
for  Ingleside's  Community  Police  on  Patrol  (CPOP) 
unit  —  a  program  meant  to  make  the  precinct  more 
responsive  to  local  neighborhood  concerns.  They  urged 
Glen  Park  residents  to  contact  them  with  any  questions 
or  concerns,  from  suspicious  activities  to  chronic  park- 
ing violations.  They  are  on  duty  Monday  -  Thursday, 
10  a.m.  -  8  p.m.  Their  phone  number  is  333-3433. 

On  the  subject  of  police  department  staf  fing,  they 
painted  a  discouraging  picture.  They  estimated  that  full 
staffing  for  the  Ingleside  station  would  be  approxi- 
mately 100  full-duty  officers.  As  recently  as  a  few  years 
ago  there  were  97;  now  there  are  only  83.  Asked  what 
we  could  do,  they  suggested  writing  Mayor  Jordan.

Ray  Oil  Burner  Development  Approved 

The  fifty-six  unit  housing  development  proposed 
by  Humrol  Properties  for  the  site  where  Ray  Oil  Burner 
currently  sits  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
late  last  month.  The  architect  has  begun  construction 
drawings  and  ground  breaking  should  begin  late  this 
fall.  The  Planning  Department  will  review  development 
of  the  exterior  facade  of  the  building  and  the  planning 
of  the  proposed  new  San  Jose  exit  at  Rousseau.  If  any- 
one has  any  questions  concerning  the  development, 
please  call  Les  Gerstmann  or  Morgan  Hall.

204  Whitney:  Third  floor  addition  to  residence; 

70  Chenery:  Third  floor  addition  and  increase 
from  one  to  two  units. 

We  contacted  the  Fairmount  Homeowners  Asso- 
ciation regarding  all  four  projects.  The  FHA  reported 
that  no  one  in  the  organization  had  any  objections  to 
these  projects.

in  no  way  diminished  by  such  statistics.  Many  people 
feel  that  crime  is  underreported  in  Glen  Park.  While  this 
is  undoubtedly  true,  it  is  a  problem  throughout  the  city 
and  is  probably  no  worse  in  Glen  Park  than  elsewhere. 
However,  it  is  critical  that  your  report  all  crimes  to  the 
police.  The  degree  of  police  protection  and  attention  we 
receive  is  directly  proportional  to  the  number  of  re- 
ported crimes  in  the  area.  Over  and  over,  people  tell  me 
that  they  do  not  report  crimes  because  they  believe 
nothing  will  be  done.,  This  attitude  becomes  a  self- 
defeating  and  self-fulfilling  prophesy.  Please  report 

. . .  police  protection. . .  is  directly 
proportional  to  the  number  of 
reported  crimes  in  the  area. 

any  crimes  that  you  witness.  An  unreported  crime  will 
remain  unsolved  and  will  likely  be  repeated. 

By  far  the  most  prevalent  crimes  in  Glen  Park  are 
auto  boostings.  If  you  do  not  have  off-street  parking,  try 
to  avoid  parking  near  the  BART  station.  Find  a  space 
under  or  near  a  street  light.  Most  importantly,  keep  your 
eyes  and  ears  open.  Report  suspicious  behavior  and  do 
not  ignore  auto  alarms  (as  annoying  as  they  may  be)! 

While  we  have  very  few  violent  crimes,  purse 
snatchings  seem  to  be  on  the  rise.  Don't  carry  large 
sums,  and  tuck  your  purse  securely  under  your  arm. 
Use  "common  urban  sense."  Try  not  to  walk  alone  at 
night,  and  stick  to  well-lit,  high  traffic  areas.  Stay  alert. 
Consider  carrying  a  whistle  or  other  alarm. 

Virtually  all  crime  in  Glen  Park  is  perpetrated  by 
people  who  do  not  live  here.  Watch  for  strangers.  If 
you  see  or  hear  suspicious  activity,  report  it  immedi- 
ately! In  an  emergency,  call  911.  Otherwise,  use  the 
other  police  numbers  available  in  your  phone  book.0*- 


Name  That  Alley

Two  Buildings  on  One  Lot?! 

Subdividing  existing  lots  to  fit  in  more  buildings,  or 
simply  erecting  a  second  building  on  a  lot,  is  a  practice 
that  needs  to  be  considered  by  all  of  us,  since  it  affects 
the  overall  character  of  our  neighborhood.  The  follow- 
ing letter  to  the  editor  was  submitted  by  opponents  of 
one  subdivision.  While  the  Glen  Park  News  is  not  a 
forum  for  airing  private  disputes  between  neighbors,  I 
am  printing  this  letter  as  an  example  of  the  issues  raised 
by  subdivisions.  The  GPA  has  not  discussed  this 
project,  nor  taken  any  position  on  it. 

To  the  Editor: 

Open  space  in  Glen  Park  is  being  threatened,  and  this 
time  the  threat  comes  in  the  form  of  a  lot  being 
"resubdivided."  A  5,000-sq.  ft.  house,  which  the  project 
sponsors  currently  occupy,  already  sits  on  the  lot.  An  addi- 
tional 4,000-sq.  ft.  house  is  being  built.  The  proposed  house 
will  be  33  feet  tall,  have  fireplaces  on  each  end,  one  of  which 
will  be  61/:  feet  from  the  adjacent  property,  will  block  light 
from  adjacent  properties,  will  have  no  sidewalks,  and  will 
have  three  garages,  "one  for  each  car  and  one  for  the  motor 
home,"  as  the  property  owner  and  project  sponsor  explains. 
Large  trees  will  have  to  be  removed  from  the  lot,  and  vari- 
ances of  five  feet  in  the  front  and  1 5  feet  in  the  back  will 
have  to  be  utilized.  The  lot  until  recently  was  in  a  Redevel- 
opment Agency  zone  and  that  agency  has  granted  the  vari- 
ances. We  neighbors  plan  to  protest  this  action  with  the 
appropriate  city  agencies. 

All  of  this  development  is  to  go  on  on  Miguel  Street, 
which  measures  26  feet  curb  to  curb  and  19  feet  at  the  curve 
of  the  street,  where  parking  is  prohibited.  The  street  is  nar- 
row enough  that  two  cars  cannot  pass  at  once,  and  Miguel 
Street  is  the  single  most  used  route  from  the  Mission  District 
to  Diamond  Heights.  The  proposed  house  will  be  enormous 
and  out  of  character  with  the  rest  of  the  neighborhood.  All 
this  disruption  and  upheaval  is  threatening  us  so  that  a  home 
may  be  built  for  a  family  of. .  .two. 

On  Monday,  March  4th,  we  neighbors  are  going  before 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  appeal  the  decision  granting  the 
"resubdi vision."  We  will  be  attending  future  meetings  of  the 
Glen  Park  Association  and  getting  to  know  our  neighbors. 
For  now,  though,  know  that  a  fight  is  looming  and  we'd  like 
the  support  of  the  Glen  Park  Association.

what  citizens  are  up  against  when  they  try  to  protect  the 
character  of  their  neighborhood. 

Both  Appendix  L  and  the  City  Charter  (Proposition 
M,  1986)  and  the  City's  Master  Plan  repeatedly  call  for 
preservation  of  neighborhood  character.  Section  101  of 
the  Planning  Code  sets  neighborhood  character  as  a 
purpose  and  priority  policy  of  the  Planning  Code. 

This  project  as  approved  (56  units,  3-  and  4-story 
buildings)  violates  these  laws  and  regulations.  In  the 
Planning  Department's  own  words,  "If  the  pattern  of 
immediately  adjacent  development  were  replicated  on 
the  project  site,  one  could  expect  to  see  roughly  26 
lots,. .  .occupied  by  a  total  of  approximately  29  units,  in 
two-  and  three-story  buildings.  The  difference  in  both 
density  and  height  between  the  existing  buildings  pro- 
posed would  be  apparent." 

Not  only  does  this  project  not  conform  to  neighbor- 
hood character,  but  is  has  other  flaws.  Problems  of  the 
development  include  serious  traffic  and  toxic  hazards; 
an  incomplete  transportation  impact  study;  and  fenced 
lots  with  hardly  any  usable  open  space,  even  though 
integrated  units  with  open  space  are  required  for  this 
type  of  development.

The  Planning  Commission  approved  the  proposal 
on  November  7th,  1991,  in  a  4  to  3  vote.  The  neighbors 
filed  an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  At  the  pub- 
lic hearing,  petitions  were  presented  with  660  signa- 
tures of  Glen  Park  residents  and  merchants. 

The  Coalition  of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods  and 
the  New  Mission  Terrace  Improvement  Association 
both  sent  letters  and  their  presidents  testified  supporting 
the  appeal.  Neighbors  of  the  Excelsior  called  in  their 
official  support.  The  Glen  Park  Association  did  not 
(unfortunately)  take  a  stand.  Ironically,  the  attendance 
of  GPA  representatives  at  meetings  with  the  developer 
and  the  neighbors  was  used  by  the  developer's  attorney 
as  an  endorsement. 

Supervisor  Carole  Migden  helped  enormously,  as 
did  her  staff,  especially  Dana  Van  Gorder.  Supervisor 
Kevin  Shelley  grew  up  in  Glen  Park  and  actively  aided 
the  appeal,  along  with  his  staff.  Both  supervisors  are 
willing  to  help  Glen  Park  in  the  future.  Residents 
should  remember  this  when  they  are  up  for  re-election. 

More  help  came  from  Glen  Parkers  Marvin  John- 
son, Lawrence  McCort,  and  Val  Tietz.  Ken  Hoegger  of 
Mason  McDuffie  provided  invaluable  statistics  and 
referrals  to  information  sources  at  City  Hall. 

The  supervisors,  who  rarely  overturn  a  Planning 
Commission  decision,  in  effect  denied  the  appeal.  The 
appeal  never  had  a  hope  of  the  needed  8  votes.  Many 
supervisors  received  a  bulky  portion  of  their  campaign 
contributions  from  the  building  industry. 

Concessions  gained  from  the  appeal  include  that 
some  toxics  may  be  treated  off-site.  Neighbors  will 
receive  non-technical  reports  on  the  soil  remediation 
efforts.  Most  buildings  will  have  two  offstreet  parking 
spaces  per  unit.  This  does  not  effect  the  usability  or 
safety  of  those  on  Rousseau  Street,  where  traffic  exiting 
from  San  Jose  Avenue  rounds  a  blind  corner  right 
where  residents  will  back  their  cars  out  of  garages.  The 
below-market-rate  units  will  be  spread  throughout  the

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project  rather  than  being  in  the  least  desirable  building. 
There  will  be  a  liaison  tc  the  developer  for  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

With  the  Planning  Department,  the  developer  will 
continue  to  attempt  to  reduce  the  height  of  the  buildings 
on  Milton  and  Bosworth  Streets,  to  bring  the  facades 
and  design  closer  to  the  neighborhood,  and  to  provide 
more  offstreet  parking  for  the  multi-unit  buildings. 

So,  that's  some  progress,  isn't  it?  Maybe,  but 
here's  the  catch:  The  zoning  administrator  has  discre- 
tion to  reconcile  these  conditions  with  those  of  the 
Planning  Commission,  for  instance  the  on-site  soil  de- 
toxification. The  zoning  administrator  was  the  person 
who:  [  1  ]  zoned  the  property  RH-2  (possibly  his  prede- 
cessor); [2]  accepted  garage  egress  onto  Rousseau;  [3] 
accepted  on-site  soil  treatment  of  toxics;  [4]  allowed  the 
proposal  to  get  to  the  Planning  Commission  without 
meeting  the  minimum  requirements  of  a  Planned  Unit 
Development  or  providing  a  transportation  analysis  that 
covered  a  reasonable  area  of  impact.  Scary,  isn't  it?

As  one  of  the  "Gum  Tree  Ladies"  who  fought  to 
prevent  the  widening  of  O'Shaughnessy  Boulevard,  I 
would  like  to  have  seen  the  open  space  strip  extended 
down  along  San  Jose  Avenue. 

While  I  realize  the  fantasy  of  such  a  proposal,  I  am 
very  concerned  that  not  nearly  enough  attention  was 
paid  to  the  traffic  patterns.  Rousseau  Street  has  been,  de 
facto,  an  off-ramp  of  280  to  Glen  Park.  Designing 
driveways  that  empty  into  Rousseau  seems  to  me  an 
invitation  to  frustration  at  the  best,  with  serious  acci- 
dents more  likely. 

Now  we  can  only  hope  —  and  pray —  that  the 
modifications  agreed  to  by  the  developers  concerning 
Rousseau  will  obviate  our  concerns.  But  I  wouldn't  bet 
the  family  farm  on  it.0*- 


Rt.  280  Traffic  on  Our  Streets

In  response  to  congestion  in  the  Rt.  101/280  corri- 
dor, CalTrans  has  embarked  on  a  ten-part  project  to 
facilitate  the  use  of  local  streets  as  alternate  routes.  The 
agency's  plan  for  these  changes  estimates  that  full  res- 
toration of  traffic  on  Rt.  280  to  downtown  San  Fran- 
cisco will  not  happen  until  the  fall  of  1994. 

Three  changes  are  planned  in  our  neighborhood: 
[  1  ]  Northbound  280  will  be  widened  between  the 
Geneva/Ocean  entrance  and  the  San  Jose  exit  to  get 
entering  and  exiting  cars  out  of  the  way  of  through  traf- 
fic. [2]  The  San  Jose  off  ramp,  which  now  narrows 
from  two  lanes  into  one,  will  be  widened  to  provide 
two  lanes  of  through  traffic  onto  San  Jose.  [3]  A  new 
right  turn  lane  will  be  created  on  San  Jose  to  accommo- 
date cars  turning  right  onto  Rousseau.  Current  traffic 
demand  at  the  San  Jose  off-ramp  is  2,400  cars  per  hour. 
These  changes  will  create  the  capacity  for  3,000  cars.

Other  changes  include  improving  the  timing  of 
lights  on  Guerrero  St.,  Potrero  Ave.,  Third  St.,  and  Bay- 
shore  Blvd.,  and  widening  Bayshore.  A  public  informa- 
tion campaign  will  alert  drivers  to  these  changes  and 
encourage  them  to  take  these  alternate  routes. 

A  citizen  meeting  is  planned  to  review  the 
CalTrans  plan  for  our  area.  Among  those  planning  to 
attend  are  members  of  Neighbors  of  the  Excelsior,  the 
New  Mission  Terrace  Improvement  Association,  the 
Sunnyside  Neighborhood  Association,  and  the  Glen 
Park  Association.  (GPA  members  are  attending  as  indi- 
viduals. GPA  has  not  taken  any  position  on  the 
CalTrans  project.)0^
